“ Unless the people of Denton want 
to get run over by the Slidell-Denton 
ra ilro a d ,” said T. S. Atcheson of 
Slidell to a R ecord-and Chronicle re­ 
porter Tuesday, “ they’ll have to get 
busy at once. Our people are strong­ 
ly interested in a Denton and Dallas 
connection, the proposed line from 
W eatherford to Gainesville is not be­ 
ing heard of any more, and we’re 
ready to do business.” 
A meeting of the citizens of Slidell 
was held there this week. 
In a few 
minutes a bonus of $5,000 was prom­ 
ised from among the citizens of the 
village without soliciting at all among 
the farmers along the proposed line. 
Greenwood, another 
inland 
town 
nearby, is to be asked to co-operate 
with Slidell. 
A joint meeting of 
these two will be held. Mr. Atcheson 
said, and a committee named to con­ 
fer with Dallas, and there is a strong 
belief that if the North Texas me­ 
tropolis’ influence can be secured, the 
line will be built. 
It has been stated several times 
that Slidell and the country near 
there would raise $20,060 for a Den- 
ton-Dallas connection. 
It has also 
been declared that $60;000 would or­ 
ganize a company and with its bonds 
construct and equip the line for busi­ 
ness. The present move, inaugural* 
ed by smaller terminus of the pro­ 
posed line, shows, it is believed, the 
interest in the project among those 
concerned outside of Denton, and 
that if Denton will evince the proper 
concern and exert the necessary ef­ 
fort the line can be built largely by 
Denton county capital.—Denton Re­ 
cord and Chronicle.

'hristmas In 
A Scotch City 


Glasgow, the commercial metropolis of 
Scotland, with its well nigh million in 
habitants, can be chosen as an interest­ 
ing illustration of the manner in which 
one-fourth of the people of the country 
spend the holidays. Many days before 
the store fronts on Argyll street—a 
thoroughfare as busy as any in the 
land—are gayly aud profusely deco 
rated with holly and evergreens. Above 
nearly every entrance signs of wel­ 
come and the compliments of the sea­ 
son are exhibited in holly leaves. 
On 
Christmas eve the stores keep open 
late. 
Wither side of the thoroughfare 
is a mass of blazing, cheerful light, 
and there is a moving mass of human 
ity between. 
But when the stores 
close they close until boxing day. 
All 
the working people now get their 
Christmas holiday. 
On Christmas forenoon the lord pro 
vost or mayor presides at the annual 
meeting aud breakfast given by the 
directors at the royal infirmary. 
His 
lordship makes a speech, after which 
there is a distribution of good tilings 
to all tile patients In the large institu­ 
tion 
Then he visits sundry other in­ 
stitutions for the care of the sick and 
poor, where there are Christmas treeing 
and feasting. 
By the way, Christmas 
day is one of the lord provost’s busiest 
days. 
At 2 o’clock, according to an­ 
nual custom for years past, he pre­ 
sides at the annual dinner given to 
from 5,000 to 0,000 poor men. women 
and children In the city bail. Albion 
street. 
His lordship and the city 
magistrates occupy the stage and take 
dinner with the poor. 
During the re­ 
past. which consists of soup, beef, an 
entree, pimp pudding, tea or coffee and 
fruit, stirring Scotch airs are played 
on the big organ by the city organist. 
At the close his lordship makes a 
speech, which is reported verbatim in 
the newspapers. 
It is usually a mas­ 
terly production. 
Outwardly the aspect of the city 
resembles that of Sunday. 
Neverthe­ 
less thousands of people are moving 
about 
The myriad of riveters in the 
miles of shipbuilding yards along the 
Clyde have come to the city with their 
wives and families and are attending 
the matinees or evening pantomime 
performances that have already been 
running. These pantomimes are a fea­ 
ture of city life in Scotland during 
the winter. 
Usually three open at 
the big theaters in Glasgow Christmas 
eve. 
They are rehearsed for weeks 
before. The playwright usually chooses 
as his theme a fairy tale. 
"Jack the 
Giant Killer.” "AU Baba and the For­ 
ty Thieves" and "Aladdin and the 
Wonderful U m p ” have been favorite 
themes. 
As a rule, the playwright re 
tains enough of tim tale so that the 
young folks can recognize the char­ 
acters, but taken altogether the pro­ 
duction 
becomes really a dramatic 
burlesque of local life and character, 
interesting, entertaining and even ole 
rating to old and young. 
Actors and 
actresses of renown take the leading 
parts, while there are dazzling oos 
tames, magnificent scenery and a gor 
geous ballet thrown iii 
No wonder 
it is that often until the middle of 
spring tile pantomimes enjoy a con 
tinuous run 
Latterly they become 
in a sense c la s s ic s , for their libretti 
undergo weekly improvement at the 
suggestion of local wits noted for the 
pungency of their sayings and the 
fund of dry Scorch humor they pos 
sess. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
these pantomimes are visit* d by sonic 
persons each 
night 
all 
the season 
through and by tithers fully ti score of 
times. 
Then there is the usual exodus of 
young men to til** country hi (’brist 
mastide. It is a common saying among 
Scotchmen that all roads lend to Lon 
don. 
This is changed to Glasgow in 
some eases 
There is scarcely a Tam 
liy of mite in tile Highlands that has 
not a son at the universities of Glas­ 
gow or Edinburgh studying for the 
professions of law. medicine, tile pul 
pit, the army or tile home or foreign 
civil service. 
With what hope and 
pride the advent of the young student 
is looked for at tile little railroad sta 
lion up in the mountains on Christ 
mas eve or morning! 
If he lives on 
an estate the next day he is given a 
side by his rustic countrymen in their 
annual Christmas day football match 
The game is usually a stoutly contest­ 
ed one, umpired and refereed by the 
laird and heads ot the estate. 
At the 
corner of the field is placed a cask of 
good Scotch ale, from which the play 
era regale themselves at half time. 
Then the game resumes, and the sec­ 
ond half is fast and furious. 
Around 
the ropes are the young women of the 
estate looking on with pleasure and 
discussing their choices in the dance 
list of the evening.—Brooklyn Eagle.

wooden horses, penny trumpets and 
tattered dolls about the floor showed 
traces of a little troop of fairy beings 
that had frolicked through a happy 
day. 
While the mutual greetings were go­ 
ing on between Bracebridge and his 
relatives I had time lo scan the apart­ 
ment. 
The grate had been removed 
from the wide. overhanging fireplace 
to make way for a fire of wood, in the 
midst of which was an enormous log. 
glowing and blazing and sending forth 
a vast volume of light and heat. This. 
I understood, was the Yule log, which 
tile squire vr.s particular iu having 
bro’ i lit in and illumined on Christmas 
eve, according to ancient custom.

Supper was announced shortly after 
our arrival. 
It was served up In a 
spacious oaken chamber, the panels 
of which shone with wax and around 
which were several family portraits, 
decorated with holly and ivy.

tapers,

Christmas 
candles, 
wreathed with greens, were placed on 
a highly polished buffet among the 
family plate. 
The table was abun­ 
dantly spread with substantial fare, 
but the squire made his supper of 
frumenty, a dish made of wheat cakes 
boiled in milk, with rich spices, being 
a standing disli in old times for Christ­ 
mas eve. 
I was happy to find my old 
friend, minced pie, in the retinue of 
the feast. 
The supper had disposed every one 
to gayety, and an old harper was sum­ 
moned from the servants’ hall. * * * 
The dance, like most dances after sup­ 
per. was a merry one.

older folk joined in it. and tile squire 
himself figured down several couples 
with a partner with whom lie affirmed 
he had danced at every Christmas for 
nearly Ila lf a century. 
Tile party broke up for the ni^ht 
with the kind hearted old custom of 
shaking hands. 
As I passed through 
the hall on tile way to my chamber 
the dying embers of the Yule log still 
sent forth a dusky glow, and had it 
not been the season when “no spirit 
dares stir abroad” I should have been 
half tempted to steal from my room 
at midnight and peep whether tile fai­ 
ries might not be at their revels about 
the hearth. 
I had scarcely got into bed when a 
strain of music seemed to break forth 
in the air just below the window. 
I 
listened and found it proceeded from 
a band which I concluded to be the 
waits from some neighboring village. 
I drew aside the curtains to hear them 
more distinctly. 
Tile moonbeams fell 
through the upper part of. the case., 
ment. partially lighting up the anti­ 
quated apartmeut.

That Railroad. 


E d it o r M e s s e n g e r a n d R e a d e r s : 
From all indications that railroad 
pioposition is a go, and now it be­ 
hooves all Decatur people to wake 
up, wipe out their eyes and join in 
the movement to boost this old town 
as she never was boosted before. 
Now there are more ways than oae 
to do this, but as I have given the 
proposition a little thought along 
this line allow me to put forth the 
following needs for Decatur and the 
way of getting them . 
•First, Decatur above all needs a 
cotton factory, to consume this pro­ 
duct raised at her door, and this 
could be accomplished in the follow­ 
ing w ay: The hest and easiest way 
of inducing capite I into any town is 
for the people to take stock in the 
proposition, and at this time and day 
most corporations have some portion 
of their capital stock for sale and 
prefer to place that stock in the town , 
in which they locate their factory or • 
enterprise; 
and for more reasons^ 
than one. 
Now, when I say the peo- j 
pie I do not mean a few, but the more , 
they can distribute this stock to the ( 
citizens, especially the business men, 
the more it pleases the promotors ; 
for when a factory proposition has 
the people behind that proposition it 
is a go In any locality; but when they 
have the people against that proposi­ 
tion His a dead letter in any commu­ 


nity. 
So ’tis plain, then, that to 
make these enterprises a success, all 
surplus stock should he placed with 
home people, so as to have the sup­ 
port from these people, and the profits 
on that surplus stock be distributed 
to home people ; and by so doing the 
incorporators and the people of the 
town in which the enterprise is located 
are materially interested. 
Now, the 
thing is, how can this he accom­ 
plished ? 
It seems to me that a plan worked 
out along the following lines would 
accomplish the desired results and 
give even the humblest citizen of De­ 
catur and surrounding country an 
opportunity to become interested in 
such enterprises in Decatur and be 
benefited thereby, as co-operation is 
the thing desired. 
Now to the p oin t: Every man, wo­ 
man and child in Wise county should 
be personally seen to get them to 
promise to some time during the year 
pay into 
a fund of 
a stipulated 
amount 
Let that amount run from 
$500.00 up to $1,000.00. Then go after 
your factories on condition that your 
citizens are ready to take all surplus 
stock in any factory propositions that 
look good to them. 
Have a citizen’s 
committee to investigate all proposi­ 
tions offered, and if found a legiti­ 
mate proposition of merit and profit 
in its sale of wares, go after that 
proposition, take up its surplus stock 
and issue it to the subscribers in pro­ 
portion to the amount they have sub­ 


scribed. 
For instance, if their stock 
is par value $1.00 and I have sub­ 
scribed limit of $5.00, issue my stock 
in the factory to the amount of $5.00, 
and so on to all subscribers until 
that surplus issue is taken up by its 
citizens. 
Then go after the next 
proposition that looks good on the 
same plan. Would suggest that all 
subscribers would pledge themselves 
to this subscription for five years 
and make their payments when fac­ 
tory had been secured and stock was 
ready for distribution. 
Draw on all 
in proportion to their subscription 
and issue stock in each proposition 
equally in proportion to their sub­ 
scription, so that all may have some 
interest in all enterprises built in De 
catur. By so doing there would be no 
praisers of some and knocking on 
others, and within five years Decatur 
could have a cotton factory employ­ 
ing hundreds of hands, a mattress 
and broom factory, large creamery, 
canning factory, glove and overall 
factory and, lastly, a brass foundry 
and machine shop, all badly needed; 
and large dividends could be paid on 
the investment in above propositions 
and hundreds of dinner pails could 
be seen moving around in old Deca­ 
tur every morning filled with the pro­ 
duct from the truck farmers in and 
around Decatur. 
The manufactured 
article would go out of Decatur each 
day for all parts of the country and 
the mails would bring back the cash 
to be distributed among the citizens 


of Decatur and Wise county daily. 
That cotton factory is most import­ 
ant and should come first, as ticking 
could he made to supply that mattress 
factory, also cotton goods to supply 
that glove and overall factory; and a 
certain lint from that cotton factory 
would answer for a top for the excel­ 
sior mattress turned out by that mat­ 
tress f actor v. 
I could go on for hours along this 
line, but will quit, and would be 
pleased to hear from others.

(hat state Mr. Smith took particular 
pains to investigate the cause of farm­ 
ers in that section raising almost 
double the amount of grain they pro­ 
duced when he was there, and as a re­ 
sult of this investigation Mr. Smith 
says he has the secret of their success, 
and advises the farmers of this county 
to take up the same methods. Land 
that was considered worn out and 
thrown aside in Alabama years ago. 
is today producing from 45 to 50 
bushels of corn per acre, and oat and 
wheat lands producing more than a 
third more than the same lands will 
in this state. After several years of 
experimenting the farmers of the A la­ 
bama country hit upon the idea of 
using a powdered soda, which i§ im­ 
ported at $55 per ton, on their land 
and the result is something wonderful, 
savs Mr* Smith. This soda is sprin­ 
kled over the land in the same manner 
that wheat is sowed and it has the ef­ 
fect of making the plant redouble its 
producing powers. 
Corn after this 
powder is used, will produce from two 
to five well developed ears to every 
stalk. 
The Messenger would advise 
the secretary of the commercial club 
to learn more about this from Mr. 
Smith and then assist the farmers in 
taking steps to secure some of these 
results.
